Rodosto, Thrace.--This town has be- 
come a jumping-off place in the Greek 
evacuation of Eastern Thrace. 
Twenty-eight thousand 
refugees are gathered here, 
ated by the same fear of 
that swayed the refugee 
Smyrna three weeks ago. 

Everybody believes the Turks are 
almost at the door and nothing can re- 
assure them. The general belief is 
that the Kemalists will arrive simul- 
taneously
